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GENERAL ADVANCE NOW ON 


Offensive Opefations Drive Back Ger­ 


mans at 
Many Points P f ny the 


Long Line. 


london, Dec. IG. — The offensive 
movement of the French and British 
I t s 
become 
general and is being 
pushed with strong forces, principally 
in Flanders, Hie Argonne, the Woevru 
End Alsace. 
While the 
French claim 
to have 
been successful at all points, except 
at Eteinbach, in Alsace, the German 
official report says that the allied at­ 
tacks have been unsuccessful at sev­ 
eral plates. 
On the whole, however, it 
would 
appear that the allies, who now have 
a superiority in numbers as well as 
in artillery, have succeeded in m ak­ 
ing some progress and have withstood 
vigorous counter attacks delivered by 
the Germans. 
The tut t that the allies are iii pus 
session of Hollebeke, in Flanders, anti 
that heavy fighting was 
going 
on 
again, shows that they have made au 
appreciable advance during tile past 
two days, as last week they were lie 
ing attacked by the 
invaders 
two 
miles to tile west of St. Eloy, which is 
on the Ypres, Armentleres road. 
in the Argonne region the French 
simply say 
"We have made progress and main­ 
tained our advance of the preceding 
days." 
The fort e which has been checked 
at Steinbat h is tile left wing ut tho 
army whic h for some time has been 
lighting its way toward Muelhausen 
and which has cleared a considerable 
part of Alsace of th*- Germans. 
it is evident that while the Ger­ 
mans are prepared to offer stubborn 
resistance 
to attempted advances in 
the regions mentioned in tile official 
communications, they expect the main 
attack of the allies to be made in an­ 
other direction or are themselves pre 
paring for an offensive, for they have 
gathered considerable forces at C oup 
trai, from which point they could be 
quickly transferred either to Flandem 
or southward across the French fron­ 
tier. 
During the past forty-eight 
hour* 
tile 
French have been (rearing the 
brunt of the fighting ut both ends ut 
the great 300-mlle battle front stretc h­ 
ing over Belgium French and German 
soil. Further progress has been made 
ut a number of points, according ta 
official dispatches from the front, and 
many German prisoners 
have been 
taken. 
While the French troops led the 
assaults 
near 
Hollebeke, 
Belgium, 
where the Germans are reported to 
have lost a good position, the British 
are still under fire, witli the German 
artillery keeping up un incessant bom­ 
bardment of th** English trenches. 
(in Hie heights of the Meuse there 
are further indications of a German 
retirement from St. Mihiel soon. The 
artillery lias been shifted northward 
along tile Meuse, bec ause of the dan 
genius increase of pressure on tin 
part of the French. 
In 
Alsace, 
particularly near Alt 
kin ke, a severe artillery duel Is pro 
ceeding. The French have succeeded 
in getting an enormous number oi 
heavy guns through Hie snow-filled 
passes of the Vosges, their objec t be­ 
ing to ge t as much artillery Into Al 
'■ac e as possible before the midwintei 
storms could block the passes entire­ 
ly. It is Indicated that there has been 
no apprec iable change in the position 
of the French troops lying to tin* west 
of Mete, S t r a s b u r g and Muelhausen 
during the- past twenty tour hours.

On the Argonne we have 
made some progress aud retained th* 
advances made by us on preceding 
days. 
“ In the Vosges the railroad station 
of St. Leonard, to the south of St 
I He, has 
been 
violently 
bombarded 
by the Germans from a considerable 
distance. 
“In Alsace there has been much ac­ 
tivity on the part of the- enemy's ar 
Ellery with the exception of before 
Steinbach, where an attack by Ger 
man infantrymen, coming from I IT 
holt/., was 
successful in gabling 


foothold. 
We 
have everywhere re­ 
tained the position- won previously 
by us.” 
GERMAN. 
“The French made fruitless attacks 
at various points. Their attack on our 
positions southeast of Ypres tailed, 
with heavy losses to tin* enemy. 
A 
hostile attack in th*- region northeast 
of Snipper was repulsed, as well as 
sn attack north cl Verdun, with heavy 
losses to the attackers*. 
"Iii the neighborhood of A i 11 y and 
Apremont, south of 
St. Mihiel, the 
French tried four times to storm our 
positions, but 
in 
vain. 
A renewed 
hostile advance from the direction of 
Hi rev, which is northeast of Toul, 
failed. 
"In the Vosges the battle is still 
proceeding. 
We took Jon prisoners, 
recapturing the village of Steinbach, 
west of Sennbeim." 


SERVIANS MARCH 
INTO BELGRADE 


King's M im s Army Enters 
City in Triumph. 


Nigh, Dec. Bi. 
The 
Servian 
army 
has re-entered Belgrade in triumph. 
The Austrians, who occupied iii** city 
tor only twelve clays, fled across the 
Danube and Save rivers in great dis­ 
order. Servian territory is now clear­ 
ed of the enemy except at two points. 
An ottieJal statem ent formally an­ 
nounced tin- reoccupation of the c api­ 
tal by the troops of King Deter.

"Th** triumphal entry of the Ser­ 
vian troops into Belgrade was m a rk ­ 
ed by seen* '. <, 
Indescribable e n th u ­ 
siasm. King Deter has received mea- 
sages of eofigr. tulations from ail of 
his allies.'*
